C harleston , 8. C., Sept (X—A belief r i ­ 
valled Sun d ay n ight that the vrarat 
in over in 
Charleston , an d that th© jjeople ere reason a 
My seeur© from the d estruction of earth- 
quakra. This belief is based ma in ly upon the 
n wsuran cee of scien tists, who say thero is but 
the slightest possibility af a recurren ce of the 
powerful shocks after an elapse of so much 
time. With this impression of security citi­ 
zen s who k*ft the city in hot hn *te to elud « * 
d an ger have begun to return in small n um 
t*ers, an d visitors an d sight-seera are puttin g 
in an appearan ce. Four times oa man y |**o- 
fd e were registered for d in n er at the hotels 
8un d ay than at an y time sin ce the first visita­ 
tion of the earthquake, an d all of the availa­ 
ble rooms were en gage*I. All of the on e or 
two hun d red in comers of Sun d ay expressed 
surprise at the en ormity of the d estruction . 
••Why ,* said on e from Washin gton , “I had 
n o id ea that what I had read was true. The 
l*opl© in the n orth, an d especially New En g­ 
lan d , believe the n ewspaper men have been 
ly in g about the exten t of the d estruction . Tlio 
accoun u in the press are read with great in ­ 
terest, but n o on© has an y id ea of the true 
con d ition of Charleston .* 
GETTING BREAKFAST A AL riClflC. 
As the sun peered through the scrub-oaks 
an d in to the ten ts Sun d ay morn in g, an d the 
in habitan ts respon sively turn ed out to greet 
their fln st Sun d ay morn in g sin ce the d isaster, 
an in terestin g scen e was presen ted . Scores 
of little child ren were soon gambolin g on the 
green , mothers were makin g the toilet# of their 
in fan ts, the servan ts were preparin g breakfast 
over oil stoves, an d the men were in groups 
like sold iers after a battle, d iscussin g the past, 
presen t, an d future. Within a space 300 feet 
wid e by 1,500 in len gth probably 1,000 people 
were camped . This is iu the aristocratic por­ 
tion of the city an d the campers were of the 
best families. 
RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 
Had it n ot Iteen for the arrival of two ex­ 
cursion train s, U'arin g 1,300 ikv>j>Io from 
►Savan n ah an d in termed iate poin ts, an d the 
religious services in open air, Sun d ay would 
have been as quiet as a fun eral d ay . With tho 
full blush of tho morn in g, however, arose the 
voices of th j n egroes in tho public places. 
They got up sin gin g, an l, in man y places, 
shoutin g. By 10:£ 0 o’clock services were iu 
puogren a at a d ozen imin ts. 
Washin gton 
square, which is a veritable ten t of n egro 
campers, itself suggested a scen e about Moun t 
Olive in biblical history . 
The hun d red s 
of 
voices 
blen d ed 
together 
in perfect 
harmon y were wafted out through the city 
n iul could Ik* heard a mile d istan t. Hero th* 
n egroes sin g with the gen uin e African soul, 
un ci n othin g will chock their jsMit-up en thu­ 
siasm when on ce it is at ousts 1. A greater re­ 
vival was probably n ever witn essed t han the 
on e in Washin gton square, an d what was 
true of this on e applied us well to a halt d t/zen 
or more of others. 
The Catholic, tho Presby terian , Method ist 
an d othrt- d en omin ation s worthipped iu open 
air. All of the sermon s treated of the calam­ 
ity . Two or three of the min isters attributed 
t he visitation s to d ivin e provid en ce an d mad e 
fmwerful appeals to tho better sid e of human 
n ature. 
At 4 o’clock there was a gen eral muss meet­ 
in g at the comer of Brood an d East Biy 
streets, n ear the city postofHoe; thousan d s of 
jsiople atten d ed an d eloquen t sermon s were 
preached by volun teer min isters. The son gs 
sun g were most beautiful an d the teachin gs 
impressive. The surroun d in gs of the meetin g 
were thrillin g. Oil heaps of the d ebris for 
n early a square in every d irection were 
j » errhed people of every color an d n ation ality 
an d d egree. 
FRFAKS OF TIIE CATASTROPHE. 
History fails to record an y thin g in the ap- 
l» ©aran co of the ruin s of Pompeii more horri­ 
ble or d ishearten in g that can be seen hei-en t 
this momen t. Ped estrian s in their wan d er­ 
in gs thr< ugh tho ruin s Sun d ay d iscovered 
man y mw an d in terestin g freaks of th* 
quakes. Some of then » were foun d at the 
resid en ce of Maj. Joseph H. Robin son , on e oi 
t.lie best kn own citizen s. Tho build in g w?u 
very bad ly wrecked in somo places, while in 
ot hei s it i^en ied to escape in jury . In on e bed - 
ro<» m of the house th? stran gest freaks imag­ 
in able v ere cub On oil ) sid e of tho cham­ 
ber oil \ n in tin gs were thrown from the wall 
wit h .>i th force n s to d estroy the can vas an d 
©in shihe frames, while on the man tel piece, 
a few b et away an i in the .same room, stood 
a sk i,< er, tall vase, which was n ot toppled 
over. On an other wall in the room two or 
three sxall potographs hun g on frames 
an d weie left un d isturbed , 
when within 
three feet of them the plasterin g was wren ched 
off an d groun d in to d ust an d the scan tlin g 
on which tho laths were n ailed w ere tom out 
of their places, A loun ge was tossed aci*oss 
the room an d broken to ^pieces, while chairs ¡i 
few feet away were n ot even overturn ed . In 
some places a gate j>ost on on e sid e of an en ­ 
tran ce was twisted off, an d the other iM>st, 
probably four feet d istan t was n ot loosen ed 
or cracked . 
The motion in places throughout the city 
seems to have been like quick short billows, 
w hile in others it was lon g an I regular. A 
n ative d escribe the soun d of the most d amag­ 
in g shock to have resembled a ball in a ten 
pin alley an d tho tremor to have imitated the 
motion of a win d ow j>an e when the thumb G 
!Kissed firmly over it in such a way as to 
make a harsh rattle. 
A HISTORIC PILE IN HI INS, 
The old magazin e in Cumberlan d street, a 
build in g con structed of brick, ston e an d con ­ 
crete in tho righteen th cen tury an d which 
stan d s as a mon umen t to tlie lan d marks of 
t ie city , weatherin g three wars, the man , 
earthquakes an d cy clon es of the coun try iu 
its time, an d which carried in its wall a sh II 
from a British gun tired d urh ^ t he revolu­ 
tion ; a build in g which the old e*t-f£ atet .n< 
believed could n ot be d estroy ed by 
*Py e.vzt h- 
quake which d id n ot en gulf the city . i-> in 
ruin s.

The Un ited State* court house, form­ 
erly the CharkMton club, is also* complete 
wreck. Tho First Preeby terian church is in 
much worse con d ition tlian was at first 
thought. The man sion of the lato Con gress­ 
man O’Con n or is ruin ed . 
CONSIDERING TIIE FUTURE. 
It Is n ow quite plain that there will be n o 
sufferin g after a d ay or two, although some 
in stan ces of hun ger an d wan t in 
po o r families 
are i ©ported . En ough mo ney will be receiv ed 
to meet immed iate wan t*. The relief co m­ 
mittee will open a gen eral supply sto re and 
issue ration s to the lielpleea and needy . What 


most stern ly con fron ts the people at this mo­ 
men t is the future of the city . 
If these build ­ 
in g* are n ot rebuilt or lexd red the city can 
n ever 1« what she was an d may be ruin ed , 
tho 13,000 house* hero 3,000 must be re­ 
built. 
Man y of the own er* of these build in gs 
can n ot get the mon ey to rebuild , an d un less 
outsid e assistan ce i* given at least 1,000 va­ 
can t lots will stan d where build in gs were on 
Tuesd ay last. 
How to get mon ey is the great 
problem. I .on g-head ed citizen s say it is folly 
to expect con gress to tuako a loan or furn ish 
assistan ce, because there is n o authority for 
it. an d for this very reason , aid bus l» oeii re- 
p -atelly refused by con gress to other un ­ 
fortun ate cities. 
A plan has lieen proposed 
by a local fin an cier, which seems to meet gen ­ 
eral approval. 
It is for the city to issue 
lx>n d * for 15,000,000, the presen t estimated 
real loss by the earthquake; the bon d s to run 
way from thirty to forty y ears an d to d raw 
three per ren t, in terest. It is believed eastern 
an d n orthern capitalists would take the bon d s 
at isir, an d than theeity could loan tho mon ey 
to the citizen * an d take mortgages upon the 
property . 
At least four out « if (ivcof the build in gs 
are d amaged more or l**ss. 
Nearly all the 
chimn ey s are do wn The plasterin g is off 
every where an d serio us, extern al an d in ter­ 
n al in juries are sustain ed by brick an d ston e 
structures. 
As the greater portion of the 
property d estroy ed was in herited by old fam­ 
ilies win » have n o surplus mean s, it is believed 
that on ly a portion will Is* rebuilt 
All d ay 
Saturd ay there was a con stan t rattle an d mar 
of fallin g build in gs. Scores of build in gs were 
Ixiin g torn d own volun tarily by the own ers 
as a measure of safety . Quite a large n um- 
eer of build in gs are held up by projw, while 
others are liein g cabled together by wire rojw* 
or iron bare exten d in g aroun d or through the 
walls. 
THE DESTRUCTION AT SUMMERVILLE. 
A party of scien tist*, head ed by Professors 
Men d en hall an d McGee, return ed Sun d ay 
n ight at 8 o’clock from an explorin g trip 
n orth of the city . They visited Ten Mile hills, 
Summerville, an d Lin coln , an d d o n ot brin g 
back cheerin g n ews. At Summerville they 
felt n in e d istin ct shocks, an d say the populace 
are tcrrifled an d are leavin g that section of 
the coun try . Some very stran ge freaks of the 
earthquake were foun d ami photographed . 
Most of the IKK) houses at Sumin ervile are 
wood en build in gs, an d con sequen tly the d am­ 
age d on e is largely con fin ed to their in teriors. 
Tho foun d at ion un d er on e sid e of on e build in g 
fell out so as to topple the structure over in a 
half reclin in g position , while the remain d er of 
th© foun d ation is un impaired , Tho foun d a­ 
tion un d o both sid es of an other house jsn ted , 
shot outward , an d permitted the build in g to 
d rop d own on the groun d . On e chimn ey on 
houses was foun d d estroy ed while 
tr. ■ o ho* was left in tact. A large imin - 
U r < : gey sers were foun d , of immen se pro- 
jHirt ion s, some of them ten feet in d iameter, 
an d n othin g has been foun d lon g en ough to 
proU* th« *ir d epth. Non e are run n in g n ow, 
l» ut. all are full of water. Summerville has 
fared worse than an y other i>urt of the coun ­ 
try hereabouts, an d will be almost d epopu­ 
lated .* 
DOCTORS OF SCIENCE WHO DIFFER. 
ProfesNors Men d en liail an d McGee take 
frien d ly iss)ie as to the cause of the earth­ 
quakes. 
The latter still main tain s that they 
are the result of lan d slid es; whilo the 
former believes they are the result of a 
read justmen t of the earth’s crust to the Iwisin 
of the earth, or a con formin g of the exterior 
to the in terior of the earth, an d poin ts to the 
gey sers as evid en ce that the earth is settlin g, 
imd the surface lowerin g. Professor Men d er, 
hall an ticipated an other shock Sun d ay n ight 
between 10:30 p. m. an d 3 a. m,, when the 
tid e, which rise* hero to a height of six feet, 
is at full flood . Ho thin ks the weight of the 
water alon g the shore lin e of Charleston , 
which is over tivo mile* in len gth, is the im­ 
med iate d etermin in g power or cause of tho 
quakes. Tho fact of tho tid e bein g in an d 
the pressure off th* coast lin e, he say s might 
also provoke e shock. 
Professor Men d en hall 
prove» ! a good prophet, for at 11:10 p. m. 
Sun d ay a mod erate shock of earthquake, of a 
few secon d s d uration was felt, but so far a« 
kn own , d oin g n o d amage. 
THE DOUBLE-QUICK DOW if-ST A IRS. 
Prof. Men d en hall, who stud ied the cause 
an d effect of earthquakes in Japan for several 
y eare for the purpose of perfectin g an in stru­ 
men t to foretell them, created some amuse­ 
men t in the Charleston hotel late Saturd ay 
n ight. Sin ce lie has felt the effects of hun ­ 
d red s of quakes, it was presumed he could n ot 
be in d uced to aban d on his room at this hos­ 
telry . Tho build in g is four stories, stucco 
an d brick, an tiquated architecture, with very 
high ceilin gs throughout. He was proceed in g 
up the stairs to his room, when tlie last 
shock of the n ight came. Tho |>orter who was 
showin g him up stopped upon the fain test ap­ 
proach of the soun d when he d ecid ed wh it 
it 
was, d ropped a pitcher of water, wen t leai© 
frog fashion over the professor an d d ashed 
d own -stair* in a way that d id the resid en t 
Charleston ian proud . Professor Men d en hall 
d id n ot stan d upon the ord er of the example, 
but wen t pell-mell d own an d in to the 
street. 
Later he called a carriage an d was d riven t< 
the Battery an d slept on the seat of th« 
vehicle till d ay light. 
A SUOWDElt OK STONE*. 
After the 11 o’clock shock Frid ay n igh: 
there was n othin g startlin g occurred . Th© ex- 
j>ected tid al waved id n ot put in an apparen t*©, 
an d d urin g Saturd ay the people put in their 
time lookin g aroun d an d seein g where they 
>u o 1. 
But d urin g Saturd ay morn in g an al­ 
leged shower of ston es oeeurml, \vhi(*!i caus« *d 
a great d eal of con jecture an d commen t. 
S< i‘*n tists who have examin ed the missiles 
d iscred it, the statemen t that they could have 
fallen as they are reported te have come 
d ow n . Alsmt a gallon of the ston es have 
b en picked up an d min ute examin ation d is- 
©!'*■<©•.< that they are what is kn own as “ water 
ston es.” that is, a flin ty , fin e-grain ed ston e, 
: aelx as is formed in water. T he most m<*red - 
ulous feature of the reported spoilt is that it 
d id n ot cover an area of over « ©ven ty -liv* 
feet. 
The competitor* i:i The News an d 


Courier job prin tin g rooms, on the build in g of 
which tho shower d escen d ed , main tain that the 
sto nes d id fall; that some of them came 
thro ug h the sky light, an d that man y of the 
« ton es were burst« si by the fall. The writer 
pick©« I up a n umlier of the piece* an d showed 
them to Professor Men d en hall, an d that gen ­ 
tleman ad van ced the suggestion that the 
sto nes were d umped on The New* an d Courier 
office from an ad jacen t an d higher build in g, 
aiid were in ten d ed as a hoax. 
There have, 
however, been d iscovered freaks of n ature 
quite as Strang e as the sen sation al “ sto ne 
spo ut.” 
At Ten Mile, a station that d istan ce from 
Charleston , places were d iscovered where 
great gey ser« existed for some time immed i­ 
ately after the shock* of Frid ay n ight. On e 
of these sen t high in to the air powerful vol­ 
umes of a clear flue blue san d an d hot water. 
At Beaufort, an eruption in the water killed 
Ash, it is reported , an d some report* have it 
that it sen t alligator* out of the water as if 
lifted by a positive artificial power. At 9:30 
an d 11:30 p. m. Saturd ay slight shock* re­ 
curred , but d id n o d amage. People, however, 
who had gon e in to houses to sleep sought th* 
open places an d « ¡sm^the; remain d er of th* 
n ight un d er the stars. 
ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND IN MIGHT, 
lotto Saturd ay aftern oon Actin g May or 
Huger wen t to his home for the purpose of 
embracin g the on ly opportun ity ho had ob­ 
tain ed sin ce Mon d ay n ight to rest. He had 
been on his feet almost con stan tly an d scarce­ 
ly closed his ey e*. Saturd ay morn in g an d 
» tirin g the early part of the aftern oon be ac- 
torn pan ied Govern or Shepard , who had ar­ 
rived ©arly from Columbia, over the city an d 
|)oin ted out the d amage to property , an d con - 
Htilted with hirn Tos to the plan s for alleviatin g 
sufferin g. The govern or stated to a Un itoil 
Piw.* reporter, after takin g in the situation , 
;hat the d isaster was fully a* great, if n ot 
greater, than he an ticipated , an d that though 
he had n o authority to u*e state fun d s for re­ 
lief h© would d o what he could to in d uce the 
legislature to gran t assistan ce when it con ­ 
ven e*, but d id n ot thin k on extra seMsion 
n ecessary . 
Up to sun set Saturd ay about $80,000 in 
s**h had been received , an d in d ication s are 
that n everal times that amoun t will be for­ 
ward ©*! soon . The ven erable W. W. Corcor­ 
an of Washin gton sen t his in d ivid ual check 
for $5,000. Busin ess Arms, corporation s, an d 
in d ivid ual* in every part of the coun try have 
»>©©ii pourin g in telegrams askin g what they 
can d o, an d have been in variably an swered 
that they should sen d mon ey . There are 
$100,000 in sight, an d it is believed the con ­ 
tribution s will reach a half million d ollars.

Men fît their so ns fo r I n ir.ess. They never 
fit them fo r do mestic life. The daughter» are 
fitted fo r do mestic life so metime« : that 1», 
they nro taught to keep ho use acco rding to 
the mo ther's idea o f ho usekeeping, but they 
are never fitted fo r anything else, co nse­ 
quently the world is full o f unhapiw mar­ 
riag es. To kno w ho w to make mo ney and 
invest it wisely is a mo st ex cellent thing, and 
to know how to co nduct a business skillfully 
is desirable; but they are no t alia man sho uld 
know. To kno w ho w to make bread, co o k a 
palatable meal, manage a husband, mend and 
darn, cut fit and 
sew, are acco mplishments 
every wo man sho uld po ssess, but thes * aro 
not all that is required to make life happy. 
Parents as frequently , perhaps more fre­ 
quently , fail in their duty to their children as 
the children fail in their duty to their parent« , 
and that parent« should not train g irls to 
some trade or profession as thoroug hly us 
they do their l*oy n, is inconsistent and wrong . 
If a g irl exhibit* unusual talent for making 
dresses, then by all means let her learn the 
art, for dressmaking has become an art, and 
a fine art, too; or if she has taste and inclina­ 
tion for bookkeeping , ty pe-setting , carpentry , 
shoemaking or any possible trade or business, 
by all meurs cultivate it, even thoug h the 
income is larg er than can conveniently 
used. It will not hurt them to know how to 
labor. Opportunities for wealthy women to 
establish a flourishing business ore plentiful. 
Banks, newspapers, dry g» *ods stores, milli­ 
nery stores, candy stores, and in fact nearly 
all kinds of business can Ik* splendidly con­ 
ducted by women. Rich men buy an inteivst 
for their sons in some establishment, or else 
furnish the capitol for soin© independent in­ 
vestment, but they never think of doing tbo 
same service for their daug hters, partly be­ 
cause they hold the ancient and weak idea 
that women haven’t the brain for business; 
partly because they want them to marry , 
and partly because they will not spend as 
much money upon a daug hter as they wall 
upon a son. 
They g ive the sons food, shelter 
and elothiqg before they establish them in 
business, à ittd g ive them money besides, and 
the sons do nothing at home. 
The daug hters work—even 
rich men's 
daug hters do something about the house—and 
in exchang e receive “ food, shelter and clothes. ” 
It is not fair. 
“ Th© laborer is worthy of 
her hire,” and the sooner women 
learn timt 
there is nothing so sWeet çr so healthful aa in­ 
dependence, the better for them.' If women 
prefer marriag e, then it. Is rig ht for them to 
marry : but there are women who would never 
marry e<M|1d they but take sufficient care of 
themselves. 
¿VII women art not fitted for 
married,life, 
They bava not the qualities 
that make home enticing or that train chil­ 
dren in the rig ht way , and for such fcaarriag e 
is not rig ht, but under the present sy stem 
there is little else left for them, Barents 
make mistakes in not teaching their daugh­ 
ters that in the accumulation of wealth the; 
should have a hand aside from the econô m 
that some women practice fo r the husband’» 
or father’s sake. They sho uld U» willing to 
pay fair prices jÿ r the work do ne, at least the 
same sum they would, have* to pay if there 
were no wo men in the household, and thmvby 
sho w their daug hters that their services are 
also valuable.—Cleveland Leader.

She lo o ks 
upo n it o nly as a makeshift—a stepping-sto ne 
t * so mething Utter. Of co urse there are 
ho no rable ex ceptio ns—who le-so uled, hearty, 
enthusiastic wo men, who thro w themselves 
into their wo rk, whatever it may be, either 
fro m a genuine taste fo r that wo rk o r fro m 
co nscientio us mo tives. 
And such wo men 
make a success o f their wo rk—be it culinary, 
do mestic, literary o r artistic. 
Many a wo man fails thro ugh timidity. 
She is co nscio us o f a stro ng leaning to ward 
to me vo catio n; it may be a service, a trade o r 
a pro fessio n. But she is held lmck l>y custo m, 
pro priety, the restraints o f family, her statio n 
in Jib*, what the wo rld will say, etc. Custo m 
has u po werful influence o ver wo man.

Why the Itahy Cries. 
The yo ung bachelo r who vo lunteered an

to which few men have any curio sity, pro ­ 
vided it is no t to o late to have an engagement 
do wn to wn when the co ncert begins.

“Cries are the o nly language which a 
yo ung baby has to ex press its distress, as 
smiles and laughter and merry antics tell 
witho ut a wo rd its gladness. The baby must- 
be ill, is all that its cries t< 11 «m«* perso n; an­ 
o ther, who has seen much o f sick children, 
will gather fro m them mo re, and will be able 
to judge whether its suiferings is in the head 
o r chest o r sto mach. Tbo cries o f a baby 
with the sto mach at he are lo ng a n d lo ud and 
passio nate; it sheds a pmfusiwuo f tears; now* 
sto ps fo r a mo ment, and then lo gins again, 
drawing up its legs t<> its sto mach: mid, as 
the pain [Misses o ff, stretches tht m o ut again, 
and with many little so bs passes o ff into a 
quiet sleep. If it has inflammatio n o f the 
chest it « lo es no t cry alo ud, it sheds no b ars, 
but every few minute» , especially after draw­ 
ing a de©ix *r breath than befo re, o r after each 
sho rt, hacking co ugh, it gives a little cry, 
which it checks, apparently, befo re it has half 
finished, and this, either because it has no 
breath to waste in cries, o r because the effo rt 
makc*s its breathing mo re painfuL If disease 
iargo ing o n in the head, the child utters sharp, 
piercing shrieks, and then be tween whiles a 
lo w mo an o r wail, o r perhaps no so und at all, 
but lies quiet, apparently do zing, till pain 
wakes it up again.”—Chicago News.

It is arg ued by 
some that we should not try to reason with 
y oung children, or even compromise. It is 
only thus that I can reach her in some cases, 
and I am often forced to strateg y to g ain my 
point.

While in the pot of 
g umbo, as it were, it may interest readers to 
know that at all evening entertainments, 
which are kept up until the small hours, a 
plate of this steaming sacrifice, with a snowy 
island of dry rice, is passed to each g uest 
about two hours before supper, and a most 
stay ing , comforting prolog ue it is. This cus­ 
tom has g iven way to newer methods in New*

naise, bisque, deviled crabs, ices and sweets, 
and is most particular that coffee is strong 
and abundant enoug h. To come up to the 
required standard of streng th it must dy e 
the cup, but, then, a very small quantity is 
drunk. Every Creole, of hig h or low deg ree, 
' believes that coffee was the Oly mpian nectar. 
The Creo le woman can usually rely uik>ii 
go o d service from her domestics, fo r she trains 
t hem well and treats them w ith co nsideratio n, 
even affection, never with that de haut en 
has air which the Ang lo-Saxon often assumes 
to wards his inferiors. She has her reward, j 
fo r her servants stay with her, lo ve her and 
serve her faithfully , and such efficient co o ks 
and nurses do they become under her tutelage 
that Creo le servants, as they come to be 
called, are in demand among all the American 
housekeepers.—Harper’s Bazar.
